INVESTIGATION: WHILE ON PATROL IN THE 7000 BLOCK OF HOLLYWOOD 
BLVD. THE ABOVE LISTED OFFICERS WERE DRIVING WEST BOUND 
APPROACHING SYCAMORE AVENUE, WHEN WE (OFFICERS) OBSERVED A 
MALE WHITE (LATER IDENTIFIED AS DEFENDANT DECKER) RUNNING 
SOUTH ACROSS HOLLYWOOD BLVD CARRYING TWO BOTTLES OF LIQUID 
TIDE WASHING SOAP. ONCE ON THE SOUTH SIDEWALK, THE DEFENDANT 
STARTED RUNNING EAST ON HOLLYWOOD BLVD. 


WE ALSO OBSERVED A MALE WHITE (LATER IDENTIFIED AS WITNESS-2, 
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(VANDIAN) CHASING THE DEFENDANT. 


WE MADE A U-TURN, PULLED IN FRONT OF THE DEFENDANT, WHO WAS 
NOW IN FRONT OF THE ROOSEVELT HOTEL LOCATED AT 7000 
HOLLYWOOD BLVD. OFFICER ISLAS (RIGHT FRONT PASSENGER) EXITED 
THE VEHICLE AND RAN AFTER THE DEFENDANT YELLING “STOP.” THE 
DEFENDANT STOPPED, DROPPED THE TWO BOTTLES AND STARTED TO 
RUN WEST. 


I (OFFICER PATTON/DRIVER) EXITED THE VEHICLE AND ALSO

TOLD US THE DEFENDANT STOLE THE (2) BOTTLES OF TIDE FROM THE 
CVS PHARMACY LOCATED AT 7021 HOLLYWOOD BLVD. WE ASKED HIM IF 
HE WAS DESIROUS OF PROSECUTION. HE SAID “YES” AND SIGNED A 
PRIVATE PERSON ARREST FORM. (ATTACHED TO THIS REPORT). HE ALSO 
RECOVERED THE TWO BOTTLES OF TIDE AND RETURNED THEM TO THE 
STORE. 


LAPD OFFICERS STAFFORD AND ROBINSON UNIT 6A77, RESPONDED TO 
OUR LOCATION AND TOOK CHARGE ON THE DEFENDANT AND THE 
POUCH. 


I (OFFICER PATTON) CONTACTED BOTH WITNESSES/INFORMANTS AT 
THE CVS PHARMACY. I ASKED WITNESS-1, NAOMI TO TELL ME WHAT 
HAPPEN. SHE STATED WHILE AT THE CASH REGISTER, I SAW THE 
DEFENDANT WALKING TO THE EXIT DOOR CARRYING TWO BOTTLE OF 
LIQUID TIDE. I ASKED HIM TO STOP, BUT HE IGNORED ME AND 
CONTINUED WALKING. I NOTIFIED THE MANAGER (WITNESS-2, 
VANDIAN) OF THE DEFENDANT ACTIONS. 


SHE CONTINUED SAYING, THE MANAGER YELLED FOR THE DEFENDANT 
TO STOP AT WHICH TIME HE (DEFENDANT) RAN OUT OF THE STORE. WE 
GAVE CHASE AND SAW THE DEFENDANT RUNNING SOUTH ACROSS 
HOLLYWOOD BLVD, THEN EAST ON HOLLYWOOD BLVD. 


WHILE GIVING CHASE WE SAW THE SECURITY GUARDS STOPPING THE
